/ People Are Off Duty

On the other hand deaths due t 
accidents while off duty greatly in 
creased in the same period, Last year 
there were sixteen, over three times 
as many as in 1906, The additional 


information is given that of the six 
teen deaths ten were die to automo- 
bile accidents. One gathers from these 
statistics that employees accustpmed 
to the management of railway trains, 
the operation of which are most care- 
fully safeguarded, find themselves at 
the merey of motor vehicles which are 
operated by pretty nearly cvery per- 
son who can secure even temporary 
possession of one

Catt.e Trade With | WHAT CAusEs A cHINOOK Has Faith In 


Britain Ceases Scientists Agree With Explana- 


Representative Of British Minis- 
try Of Agriculture Leaving 
For Argentine 

Through the cessation of cattle 
shipments to Great Britain, owing to 
the fact that a more profitable market 
is available in the United States, Dr. 
D. B. Rodger, M.R.C.V.S., representa- 
tive in this Dominion of the British 
ministry of agriculture will lnseve 
Montreal in the near future, and sail 
from New York for the argentine. 

In commenting on his prospective 
departure, Dr. Rodger pointed out 
that the cattle trade between Canada 
and the United Kingdom is tempor- 
arily dead and that he can serve no 
useful purpose by remaining in thir 
country under such conditions. 

In the departure of this official, the 
perilous position of the cattle market 
is clearly shown. Not a hoof left Mon- 
treal last season for the United King- 
dom, though 19 head of cattle were 
shipped to the West Indies. This com- 
pares with shipments of 30,670 head 
in 1926, and with 58,484 head in 1925. 

Although rates of transportation 
across the Atlantic dropped $25 to $20 
a head at the beginning of the season, 
this will not be sufficient to induce ex- 
porters to ship cattle to Great Britain 
Shipping men say that it is improb- 
able that any animals would be sent 
abroad even if they offered to carry 
the cattle for nothing. In connection 
with the small shipment of cattle tu 
the West Indies last season, mention 
is made of the possibility of deyelop- 
ing an export trade in Canada pure 
bred and grade cattle.

EXPORT POTATO TRADE 
“Spuds” Feature Largely In 
Canada’s Export Vegetable 
Trade 

When Columbia sailed westward it 
was not to discover a new world, but 
to look for spices—he saw wonderful 
possibilities in trade if he could dis- 
cover a short route to those eastern 
countries where the spices for. which 
Europe yearned and fought were to 
be found. The spice trade in those 
days was of great importance. Now 
it is relatively unimportant and the 
trade in out-of-season or non-domes- 
tic fruit and vegetables is of vastly 
greater value. 

It is interesting to study trade sta- 
tistics and see how Canada is faring 
in the twentieth century barter of 
fruits and vegetables. Canadians love 
Gelicate fare just as much as the 
gourmand of the fifteenth century, 
and, thanks to modern transportation 
and refrigeration a great variety of 
fruits and vegetables, either not 
grown in Canada or of which domes- 
tic supplies are not available through- 
out the year, are brought to our doors 
in unending procession. It is not sur- 
prising that Canada imports of fruits 
ahd also of vegetables are constantly 
rising. In the last fiscal year impor- 
tations of fruit were valued: at 30.2 
million dollars, an increase of over 
four million dollars in ten years. 
Oranges alone accounted for 8.4 mil- 
lion dollars and were 2 million dollars 
higher than two years previously. 
Canada. imported vegetables to the 
value of 6.6 million dollars last fiscal 
year. The vegetable bill ts rising too, 
being over a half million dollars high- 
er than two years previously. 

What of Canada’s exports of fruit 
and vegetables? Do they pay our bill 
|of luxury In fruit it may be at once 
admitted that we fall very far short 
| with exports in the last fiscal year 
amounting to 6.3 million dollars, com- 
pared with 8.4 millions in the previous 
| year and 7.8 millions in the fiscal 
year ended March, 1925. Apples are 
of course the main item in Canada's 
fruit exports and almost paid for the 
oranges in the fiscal ended 
March, 1925. Exports of apples in that 


only 4.7 millions while orange imports 
amounted to 8.4 millions, 

It is gratifying to note, however, 
that the situation is entirely different 
in the vegetable trade, and that Can- 


the neighboring republic is Canada’s 
best customér, followed by Cuba, 
which imports potatoes from botti the 
United States and Canada. The potato 
trade is more or less seasonal, The 
United States ships potatoes to Can- 
ada in increasing volume from April 
to July, and to Cuba from July to 


‘| September. When the Canadian crop 


gets on the market, United States ex- 
ports dwindle away and that country 
and Cuba draw heavily on Canada 
both for table stock and to an in- 
creasing extent for seed potatoes 
“\United States exports of potatoes in 
the five-year period, from 1922 to 
1926, have averaged 2.7 million bush- 
els. Canada’s exports in the corres- 
ponding fiscal years have averaged 
6.0 million bushels. United States ex- 
ports have shown a decreasing trend 
| while Canada's exports of spuds have 
been steadily increasing.

Wise Legislation 

Canada Could Learn From Eu- 
rope How To Maintain Her 
Forest Wealth 

Products of our forests are not only 
the greatest basis of the industries of 
this country, but furnish the largest 
value of our exports. 

Hon. Mr. Finlayson, Ontario Minia- 
ter of Lands and Forests, only reiter- 
ates a note of alarm which has been 
sounded by all competent observers 
when he proclaimed that our forests 
| are within measurable listance of ex- 
| tinction if the. present rate of con- 
sumption goes on without greater 
care of the forests, and endeavor at 
replanting. 

And the present rate of consump- 
tion is certain to increase in any case. 

But no need exists to let the for- 
ests disappear. In Germany, at least, 
and in a lesé degree in other Puro- 
pean countries, wise legislation and 
care have maintained the forest 
wealth despite a great annual call up- 
on it for industry and domestic use. 

This country can profit, if it will, 
from the experience of these older 
countries, It is not merely that a vast 
industrial wealth will disappear in 
Canada if the forests disappear, but 
that the vanishing of the forests must 
certainly be followed by agricultural 
loss and deterioration in climate, The 
case should be taken in hand drastic- 
ally by our governments. Mr. Finlay- 
son says that the Ontario. Govern- 
ment is going to do ite share. He 
promises drastic changes in the pres- 
ent Government effort to regulate for- 
est cOnsumption. Public opinion ought 
to back up the Government in all such 
effort, no matter how drastic it may 
be. -
